Events will use the Learnmyway website to teach 
mouse and keyboard skills and then show learners 
how to find and navigate a selection of websites, in¬ 
cluding www.firstworldwar.com, chosen as part of 
the national programme to commemorate the 
100th anniversary of the First World War. 

Most libraries also offer participants the chance to 
book onto further courses to learn about email, on¬ 


line research or keeping safe online, while more ad¬ 
vanced users can access a range of self-tuition 
courses including job-seeking, shopping and bank¬ 
ing online. 

The library service has also recently added public 
access wi-fi to Bridgwater, Frome, Minehead, 
Taunton and Yeovil libraries. Free wi-fi is available 
to library members and visitors by using a library 
membership number and PIN to connect.

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Feme campaign reaches £200,000 milestone

MP consults with Dairy Crest 

DAVID Laws, MP for the Yeovil Constituency, has 
spoken to senior managers at Dairy Crest regard¬ 
ing their consultation on the closure of the cream 
potting facility in Chard, which would result in 60 
jobs being lost. 

David Laws MP is to visit the Chard site within 
the next few weeks to discuss what can be done 
to help local staff who may be affected and to ex¬ 
plore opportunities to create or protect jobs in 
the area. 

He said: "I am very, very sad to hear that this 
business is under threat of closure. This facility 
has been part of the history of our area for well 
over 100 years and it would be very disappoint¬ 
ing to lose these jobs and this legacy. 

"My thoughts are particularly for all the staff 
who might be affected, and their families. This 
must have been a huge and painful shock - not 
least for those who have been long term employ¬ 
ees of the business. 

"I have spoken by telephone to senior man¬ 
agers today, and offered my support. I will be vis¬ 
iting the business during the consultation period 
to consider if there are any options of protecting 
jobs and to consider what else we can do to cre¬ 
ate employment opportunities for existing staff. 

"I will also liaise with South Somerset District 
Council and other local agencies to do every¬ 
thing we can for those at risk." 


Somerset schools rising up the ranks 


TEACHERS and pupils are welcoming 
a boost in the number of Somerset’s pri¬ 
mary and secondary schools being rated 
“good or better” by Ofsted inspectors. 

Figures discussed at Somerset County 
Council’s Scrutiny Committee this week 
show the county now has a higher rank¬ 
ing among England’s 150 local authori¬ 
ties for both high-performing primary 
and secondary schools. 

Eighty-seven per cent of Somerset’s 
primary schools have been judged 
“good” or above by inspectors in 2014. 
This is up from 67 per cent in 2012 and 
exceeds the national average of 80 per 
cent. 

Somerset now ranks 34 out of 150 
local authorities for its primary schools, 
compared to 65 in 2013. 

Somerset’s secondary schools also 
have cause to celebrate, with almost 
three-quarters (70 per cent) rated “good” 
or above compared to 63 per cent in 
2013. 


This means Somerset now ranks 78 out 
of 150 local authorities for high-per¬ 
forming secondary schools, compared to 
108 in 2012 and 2013. 

There is also good news for Somerset’s 
five-year-olds, 61 per cent of which have 
reached “a good level of development” 
in 2014, up from 53 per cent in 2013. 

At age seven, even more children are 
hitting national targets for reading (91 
per cent), writing (88 per cent) and 
maths (93 per cent), while 78 per cent of 
11-year-olds are achieving national tar¬ 
gets for reading, writing and maths. 

A slight fall in the number of 16-year- 
olds achieving five or more A* to C 
GCSE grades in Somerset is currently 
predicted for 2014 in line with a national 
trend. But the true picture will not 
emerge until January 2015 when re¬ 
gional and national data for GCSE per¬ 
formance will become available. 

Somerset County Council has already 
committed £1 million to be spread across 


three years as part of the Somerset Chal¬ 
lenge, £330,000 of which has already 
been allocated to improving GCSE re¬ 
sults. This, and other, school-led initia¬ 
tives are supported by the Somerset 
Headteachers’ groups. 

Councillor Frances Nicholson, Cabi¬ 
net Member for Children and Families, 
said: “These figures show that Somer¬ 
set’s primary and secondary schools are 
headed in the right direc¬ 
tion. 

“I am pleased that more 
of Somerset’s youngsters 
are achieving nationally- 
set targets in their educa¬ 
tion, and many others 
exceeding those expecta¬ 
tions. 

“With Somerset County 
Council’s clear commit¬ 
ment to improving Som¬ 
erset’s school 

performances, and GCSE 
results in particular, the 
future described by these 
improvements looks 
more promising for edu¬ 
cation in the county.” 

County and district 
councillor for Ilminster, 

Linda Vijeh, said: “As the 
Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil cabinet support mem¬ 
ber for Children and 
Families, in addition to 
being a long standing 
governor of two local 
schools (both outstand¬ 
ing), I was delighted to 
hear at this week’s 
scrutiny meeting that 
there has been a welcome 
improvement in the per¬ 
formance standards of 
Somerset schools rated 
‘good or better’ by OF¬ 
STED inspectors. 

“The fact that primary 
schools across the county 
now have a much higher 
ranking among the 150 
local education authori¬ 
ties, up to 34th from 65th 
last year, is testament to 
the tireless work of those 
at the county council 
working together with 
schools to ensure that 


standards continue to rise. Results for 
secondary schools are also on the rise, 
giving us reason to be pleased, but not 
to be complacent. 

“Despite recent headlines over the pre¬ 
dicted budget overspend, the financial 
commitment of £1 million by the county 
in support of school improvement 
demonstrates the importance of educa¬ 
tion within the county.”

Beacon open for Christmas? 

SOMERSET County Council's highways depart¬ 
ment has said it will make every effort to get 
The Beacon in llminster open in time for Christ¬ 
mas. 

The section of the B3168 has been closed 
since February after severe wet weather dam¬ 
aged the road. 

On site investigations to find the cause of the 
problem have now been completed and the re¬ 
mediation design approved. 

In summary, the following major works are re¬ 
quired at two locations before the road can be 
reopened: 

Carriageway failure site 1 - installation of a 
new highway drainage system and associated 
highway gullies, over a length of approximately 
300 metres; full depth reconstruction of ap¬ 
proximately 750 metres-squared of existing car¬ 
riageway; removal and reinstatement of 
approximately 100 metres of kerb and full 
depth reconstruction of approximately 150 me¬ 
tres squared of existing footway. 

Carriageway failure site 2 - full depth recon¬ 
struction of approximately 200 metres-squared 
of existing carriageway, removal and reinstate¬ 
ment of approximately 75 metres of kerb and 
full depth reconstruction of approximately 105 
metres-squared of existing footway. 

Neil McWilliams, highway service manager at 
Somerset County Council, said: "We have en¬ 
gaged our service provider to mobilise and be 
on site as quickly as possible. That said, I am 
sure you can appreciate that there are extensive 
works required on site and they will take a con¬ 
siderable period of time to be completed. 

"However, I would like to take this opportunity 
to reassure you that every effort is being made 
to re-open the road before Christmas."

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Fair promotes a healthy lifestyle 


PRESIDENTS of Crewkerne were given the oppor¬ 
tunity to receive expert advice and information to 
improve their health and lifestyle on Saturday. 

Local GPs, the NHS, district council and voluntary 
sector organisations offered free health advice at 
the Henhayes Community Centre, Crewkerne, at a 
Healthy Lifestyle Fair. 

Describing the aims of the health fair, Dr Sarah 
Pearce, a GP from the Springmead Surgery in 
Chard, said: "As family doctors we want to encour¬ 
age patients to stay healthy. Prevention is always 
better than cure and by making a few simple 
changes to your diet and lifestyle you could add 
years to your life. 

"Many people want to improve their health but 
find it difficult to get motivated. One way is to join 
groups that can help give support to members. 
Whether you are trying to lose weight or quit 
smoking, there are groups to help. You will also find 
healthy trainer groups and walking groups. Ask at 
your GP surgery for details." 

Taking blood pressures at the health fair was Dr 
Emeline Dean, a GP from Chard and the chairman 
of the Chard, Crewkerne and llminster GP Federa¬ 
tion. 

David McVay, a visiting member of the public, 
had his blood pressure checked. Afterwards he 
said: "I'm fairly healthy so I don't usually think of 
having my blood pressure checked. It was good to 
have a health check today. As someone who has 
just retired I think keeping healthy is essential." 

Amongst the many displays and participating or¬ 
ganisations was Sue Briggs, a volunteer with Dia¬ 
betes UK. 

She said: "The number of people diagnosed with 
Type 2 diabetes is rising, but one of our major con¬ 
cerns is the number of people who have Type 2 di¬ 
abetes but don't know it. If not diagnosed, diabetes 
causes all sorts of serious medical complications. 


"We have been advising people of the symptoms 
to look out for. We call these the four Ts and they 
stand for toilet - you might notice you need to go 
the toilet more often; thirst - you can find you are 
often thirsty; tired - you may be feeling more tired 
than usual andl thinner - are you losing weight? 

"If you think you may have symptoms of diabetes 
make an appointment to talk to your GP." 

Advice was also on hand to anyone who wanted 
to quit smoking from the Somerset Stop Smoking 
Service. 

Former smoker Baz, explained that he had first 
started smoking as a teenager: "I think it's a good 
thing for smokers to quit. Smoking is like any other 
addiction but if you want to quit you have to get 
yourself into the right frame of mind. 

"Stop smoking services can help give you the 
extra support you may need. I smoked for years, 
when I did stop I put on a lot of weight, but I soon 
lost it and feel a lot healthier for it." 

Angie Ashmore, an ambulance care assistant 
from Yeovil who works for the South Western Am¬ 
bulance Services NHSTrust, was advising visitors to 
the fair how to administer CPR to a person who has 
had a heart attack. 

She said: "Learning how to carry out basic car¬ 
diopulmonary resuscitation (CPR) is a valuable skill 
that could help keep a heart attack victim alive 
until an ambulance or paramedic arrived. We have 
also been showing parents how to deal with a baby 
or child who was choking."

CREWKERNE Running 
Club members Matthew 
and Luke Brunt, and 
their brother-in-law 
Ryan Knight, were 
among the 300 com¬ 
petitors who took part 
in the sixth annual 
VOTWO Kamikaze ad¬ 
venture race in Mapper- 
ton, Dorset. 

The event is a chal¬ 
lenging eight-mile race 
that incorporates many 
hills, lots of mud and 
water and a variety of 
obstacles. The course 
has been designed by 
ex-Royal Marines and is 
designed to test tough¬ 
ness, strength, stamina, 
fitness, camaraderie and 
mental grit, with com¬ 
petitors choosing to 
take part individually or as a team of three. 

The first obstacle faced by competitors after about 
two miles was the river run, which was quickly fol¬ 
lowed by the very muddy bog run, which most 
found it easier to crawl through on all fours. 

After exiting the mud, runners were then faced by 
a large webbing of entangled ropes to climb 
through and then tackled another very steep hill. 

The next obstacle was the Kamikaze water slide 
with runners sliding down plastic sheeting on a very 
steep hill and crashing into the straw bale barriers 
at the end. Another hill section was followed by a 
muddy river crossing and then a rope climb up a 
steep, slippery bank. 

Two more steep hills finished the first four-mile lap 


with competitors then having to take on the course 
all over again, is complete. 

At the end of the second lap, to finish the race, 
competitors are faced with a 100-metre obstacle 
run. This consists of Japanese tunnels, a scramble 
net crawl, balance beams, barb wire crawl, a six foot 
wall climb, electric wire shock crawl, giant ball ob¬ 
stacles and the final 10 foot greasy wall climb with 
the finishing line just beyond the wall. 

Teams of three had to make sure that the com¬ 
pleted the course and crossed the line together in 
order for their time to count. 

The trio from Crewkerne were the first team of 
three to cross the finish line and all were delighted 
to win the team trophy.

Breast Symptoms to look out for 


Changes that could be due to a breast cancer are: 

• A lump or thickening in an area of 
the breast 

• A change in the size or shape of a breast 

• Dimpling of the skin 

• A change in the shape of your nipple, 
particularly if it turns in, sinks into the breast, 
or has an irregular shape 

• A blood stained discharge from the nipple 

• A rash on a nipple or surrounding area 

• A swelling or lump in your armpit 

These signs don't necessarily mean cancer. In¬ 
verted nipples, blood stained nipple discharge or 
a rash can all be due to other medical conditions. 
But if you have any changes to what is normal for 
you, you should see your GP. It is most likely to be 
a benign condition that can easily be treated. 
Your GP can refer you to a breast clinic where the 
staff can reassure you and give any necessary 
treatment. 

Seeing your doctor early also means that if it 
does turn out to be cancer, you give yourself the 
best chance of successful treatment. 

If you find a breast lump 

See your doctor straight away. If you notice any¬ 
thing unusual about your breast, have it exam¬ 
ined. Even though most breast lumps are benign, 
they need to be checked to rule out cancer. Our 
page about breast awareness shows how to learn 
what is normal for you. 

Your doctor will examine you and if necessary 
will send you to a specialist breast clinic for fur¬ 
ther checks. At the clinic, they will be able to do 
tests such as a mammogram or ultrasound to see 
if the lump is a fluid filled cyst or a solid lump.

If it is a cyst, the doctor or nurse may get rid of 
it by draining the fluid out through a fine needle. 
If it is a solid lump, they will take a tissue sample 
(core biopsy) to test for cancer cells. 

Some women prefer to have benign lumps re¬ 
moved to stop them from worrying that it may 
be a cancer. They may be concerned that they will 
confuse the benign lumps with any other lumps 
they may get in the future. But if you and your 
doctor are confident that the lump is benign, you 
don't have to have it removed if you don't want 
to. 

If your lump is a cancer, the earlier you have 
breast cancer treatment, the better your chance 
of cure. 

Breast Pain 

Breast pain is very common and is not usually 
due to cancer. Many healthy women find that 
their breasts feel lumpy and tender before a pe¬ 
riod. And some benign breast lumps are painful. 
Many women get pain in their breasts for a while, 
which goes after a time.There may be no obvious 
reason for the pain, even with lots of tests. 

Most breast pain is not caused by cancer, but 
some breast cancers do cause pain. So if you are 
worried see your GP, particularly if your breast is 
also inflamed. 

OtHer symptoms 

A rare type of breast cancer called inflammatory 
breast cancer can have different symptoms. The 
whole breast can look red and inflamed and can 
be very sore. The breast may feel hard. The skin 
sometimes looks like orange peel because the 
pores stand out in the inflamed area. 

Another rare type of breast cancer shows up as

a rash on and around the nipple. It is called 
Paget's disease. The red, scaly rash can be itchy. 
It looks a bit like eczema and is sometimes mis¬ 
taken for that at first. 

Again, if you have any changes to your breasts 
that are not normal for you, do go to see your GP. 

If you feel worried 

If you are worried that you don't know how to 
feel your breasts properly, there are people who 
can help. Talk it over with: 

• Your doctor or nurse 

• Staff at your local well woman clinic - your 
GP or practice nurse will be able to give you 
the telephone number 

• Staff at one of the breast cancer organisations 

They can tell you: 

• What changes you can normally expect in 
your breasts 

• About ways of learning how your breasts 
should look and feel

Chard pummelled by powerful visitors 


Chard 17 Redingensians 52 

National League Three (south-west) 
CHARD suffered a heavy defeat at the 
hands of promotion favourites Redingen¬ 
sians who last season lost in the play-off 
match for a place in the National League 
Two Division writes Glyn Hughes. 

The scoreline obviously indicates a bit of 
a mauling for Chard, but in reality for 
much of the game they competed well 
but were undone by a powerful and phys¬ 
ical performance by the visitors in the sec¬ 
ond-half. 

The team from Reading were without 
doubt one of the strongest teams to ever 
play at Chard and the basis of their play 
was a big and powerful pack. 

Chard actually had the better of the 
opening quarter and took the lead after 
eight minutes with a well struck penalty 
goal from the boot of scrum half John Sel- 
way. 

But they lost the services of centre Lee 
Massey with a knee injury soon after¬ 
wards and he was replaced by Charlie 
Roberts. 

However, the hosts were moving the 
ball well and winger Ben Stead, who has 
looked really sharp in all games this sea¬ 
son, made a good break down the right 
before linking up with flanker Ryan Helliar 
who set up Alan Henley who crossed for 
the opening try. 

Selway converted to give Chard a 10-0 
advantage with 15 minutes gone. 

The visitors had a chance to reduce the 
arrears but kicker James Brookes fluffed 
the opportunity. Chard were under a great 
deal of pressure and it took some heroic 
defending by team as a unit to keep the 
visitors out. 

Chard eventually cracked after 25 min¬ 
utes when the powerful visiting number 
eight Gus Davies forced his way over and 
Brookes added the extra conversion 
points. 

With the interval approaching Chard 
were dealt a double blow with Redingen¬ 
sians scoring two more tries in the final 
moments of the half. 

The first of these came when Chard lost 
possession in midfield and the ball was 
shipped out to winger Ollie Poole who 
crossed the line. 

The second came when, having been 
awarded a penalty, the visitors kicked to 
the corner and from the ensuing lineout 
6ft 8" Polish International lock forward 


Michael Kruzychi forced his way over. 

Brookes converted one of the tries to 
make the half time score Chard 10 Redin¬ 
gensians 19. 

In the second half the physicality of the 
opposition gradually wore Chard down 
but the performances of many of their 
players was superb and young England 
Colleges back row forward Gabriel Riley 
was outstanding in the lineout and sev¬ 
eral others in the pack including Max Gos- 
den and Luke Aplin worked their socks off 
in increasingly difficult circumstances. 

Any realistic chance getting back into 
the game disappeared ten minutes into 
the second half by which time the visitors 
had increased their lead with two con¬ 
verted tries both of which owed much to 
the power of their forwards 

The one thing that has become appar¬ 
ent very quickly this season is that at this 
level poor decision making or basic errors 
will more often than not get severely 
punished. 

There was no better illustration of this 
when, with plenty of time to clear his lines 
with a kick to touch, a Chard player at¬ 
tempted to kick into open space. The ball 
went straight down the throat of the visi¬ 
tors back three and they ran in the sim¬ 
plest of tries under the posts. 

Redingensians added three further tries 
to seal a comprehensive win and keep up 
their unbeaten record but sandwiched 
between these was the try of the match. 

It was scored by Stead who took a pass 
at pace and scorched through the oppo¬ 
sition defence to score a wonderful try 
which Selway again converted. 

It is no secret that the Chard club as a 
whole are desperately short of senior 
players at the moment and a rising injury 
toll is doing nothing to help. 

The club look likely to lose the services 
of Lee Massey next week and they will 
also be saying a temporary farewell to 
Charlie Roberts -who is off travelling

WITH a team riddled with and depleted 


by injuries Chard colts arrived at unbeaten 
Wellington knowing they'd be up against 
it writes Jacob White field. 

This was shown with a try from the off 
by the home side who moved into an 
early 7-0 lead. 

The experience in the home team backs 
was demonstrated with fast paced ball 
skills, leaving them with multiple overlaps.
